The Freach General at Rome has prohibited the 
importation of Englifh goods into the Ecclefiattical 
States. - 

On the 25th of January laft, the Prefident of the 
United States of America approved “ An aét autho- 
rifing the payment of certain fums of money to the daugh- 
ters of the late Count de Graffe;”’ by which each of 
the four are to be paid annually 400 dollars for the 
{pace of five years from the pafling of the act. 

The Legiflawure of Virginia have paffed an a&t for 
taxing merchants. ‘Thofe who fell annually to the a- 
mount of 20,0001. are to pay 40 dollars ; others in 
proportion. They have alfo pafled an act for reftrain- 
ing of gambling, agreeable to which all billiard tables, 
&c. art to be broken or burnt, if not taken down be- 
fore the gth of March latt. 

The lodges.of ‘Illuminati are fpreading with great ra- 
pidity in all the German States ; there are no lefs than 
three lodges in Studtgard. 

The increafed affeflments on Covent-garden Thea- 
tre amount to eight hundred and eleven pounds!

TRIAL OF LORD “AMELFORD. 
Extra& of a Letter dated Englifh Harbour, Antigua, 
oth Feb, 1798. 

** No doubt you have heard of the death of Lieut. 
Peterfon, of his Majefty’s thip Perdrix,who was fhot by 
Lord Camelford. The circumftances of this new ca- 
wer in our annals of naval tranfaétions, are as fol- 
ow; 

** Lord Camelford has the rank of mafter and com- 
mander, and has the command of his Majelty’s floop of 
war the Favourite. ‘The Favourite and Perdrix were 
lying in Englith Harbour on the 13th of January, at 
which time Captain Fahie, of the Perdrix, was abfent 
in St. Kitt’s. Mr Peterfon was firft Lieutenant of the 
Perdrix. Lord Camelford, as being gommanding of- 
ficer at that time in Englith Harbour, ordered Lieut. 
Peterfon to row guard in the harbour for that night.— 
This order Lieut. Peterfon refufed to abey, Capt. Fa- 
hie being Lord Camelford’s fenior officer, and his 
Lordthip having therefore,. in his opinion, no right to 
give the order. Both thips were hauled along-fide the 
Dock-yard repairing, and the companies of each fhip 
collected round the party in the Dock-yard, where the 
altercation began. Many words paffed between the 
Lieutenant and his Lordfhip, but ftill Mr Peterfon re- 
fufed to obey. About 12 of the crew of the Perdrix 
came to the {pot armed, Lord Camelford brought fix 
of his marines to the place armed alfo. Mr Peterfon 
drew up his men in a line, and ftood at their head With 
his. {word by his fide; Lord Camelford alfo drew up his 
fix men in a line fronting the Perdrix’s people, and dif- 
tant about four yards. His Lordfhip then quitted the 
place for about two minutes, ard returned with a piftol 
in hishand. Mr Peterfon was ftanding at the head of 
his men, as before, with his fword drawn, the point. of 
it re(ting On the ground ; in this pofition Lord Camel- 
ford went up to him with his piftolin his hand, and faid 
* Do you ftill perfift in refufing to obey my orders ?”* 
The Lieutenant anfwered, “ Yes, I do refufe.” Lord 
Camelford inftantlyfclapped the piftol to his right breatt 
and fired. Mr Peterfon fell, and never fpoke a word 
more, as the ball went entirely through his body.” His 
corpfe was then carried into the capftan-houfe, where 
Lord Camelford attended, and examined the body.— 
The armed part of the crews of the two thips quietly 
went aboard their own fhips, and Lord Camelfor 
himfelf up asa prifoner to Captain Matfon, of the Bea- 
ver floop of war, in which fhip he was carried up to 
the Admiral in Por: Royal Bay, and there tried and 
acquitted. The Coroner’s inqueft on Mr Peterfon 
brought in their verdi&—Loft his life in a mutiny,
